Separate and unequal?

There are now three provinces in Canada where same-sex 
couples can legally marry. On March 19, the Québec Court 
of Appeal dismissed an appeal filed by religious groups on a 
lower court’s decision to allow same-sex marriages in the 
province. This means that Canada’s three most 
populous provinces—Ontario, British Columbia and 
Québec—will probably be performing hundreds, if 
not thousands, of gay weddings before the Supreme 
Court of Canada looks at the constitutionality of the 
issue in about six months time. With a federal election 
imminent and possibly a change of government 
before this fall, the Supreme Court ruling could make 
for a very interesting outcome. For the numerous 
same-sex couples already married, it will be a 
challenge if government acts against their 
unions—probably a fight for rights unequalled in 
Canadian political history. 


Speaking of fights, who knows how to do that 
better than U.S. President George W. Bush? Canada has 
led the North American charge towards equality, and now 

south of the border the momentum is spreading like 
wildfire. It’s hard to believe that in such a short period of time, states like Vermont, New 
York, Massachusetts, Oregon and New Mexico (a list that grows almost weekly) and the 
city of San Francisco have followed our lead with municipal and state governments 
allowing same-sex marriages. Perhaps the most significant figure in all of this was Mayor 
Gavin Newsom of San Francisco, who issued marriage licenses and performed gay 
weddings for thousands of couples before being stopped by the California Supreme 
Court. 


Of course, President Bush is a key figure in this fight; after all, he thinks the war in lraq 
is over, so he might as well begin another civil war in his own country and divide 
Americans even further. In a perhaps-not-surprising move, he declared his support for a 
constitutional amendment to uphold the institution of marriage as exclusive to one man 
and one woman. This will be the first time in American history that a constitutional 
amendment has been used to take equal rights away from Americans. Interestingly, Vice 
President Cheney has flip-flopped on the issue and now supports the president's actions, 
whereas before, as the father of a lesbian, he declared that marriage was a matter of state 
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jurisdiction. I’m sure this development must 
have led to some interesting family dinner 
table conversations in the Cheney house- 
hold! Presidential candidate John Kerry is 
trying to avoid the “wedding war” and walk 
the Democratic middle ground by showing 
his support for same-sex civil unions. 
Suggest that one to Rosie O’Donnell and 
her new wife if you want to see a 
memorable fireworks display! Be sure to 
watch for some interesting coverage on 
CNN when the presidential election 


campaign heats up as this year progresses. 


Meanwhile, here in Canada, our current 
Prime Minister, Paul Martin, won't be able to 
dodge the issue for much longer. With an 
election call certain in 2004, this will surely 
become a campaign issue. It’s easy to figure 
out where the New Democrats and 
Conservatives stand on this issue, now the 
Liberals have to take a solid stand on one 
side or the other. 


With judicial rulings throughout North 
America legalizing gay marriages, one has to 
wonder how President Bush and Prime 
Minister Paul Martin—or, perhaps, their 
replacements—can nullify the marriages of 
thousands of committed and loving same- 
sex couples. After all, once upon a time 
marriage was “until death us do part”—that 
was until government intervened upon this 
fine institution and created divorce laws to 
suit themselves. Watch out for a fun battle 
at the polls everywhere this year. 
Remember, your vote will truly count in this 
year’s election, so be sure to get out and 
castit. W

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INTERVIEW 


Defining Liberalism

Ever since Paul Martin took over in mid-December of 2003, the Liberals have come 
under fire for what many perceived to be a reversal of fortune for some of the party’s 
strongest supporters. First it was the PM’s apparent eagerness to “cuddle up” to George 
W. Bush as soon as he took office. Next, the GLBT community 
viewed the additional question about same-sex marriage put 
before the Supreme Court of Canada as a betrayal by a party they 
thought would support this endeavour to its logical end. Add to 
that a change in cabinet positions that pulled many gay-friendly 
politicians out of the loop of influence and the suspicions about 
Paul Martin’s “agenda” grew rapidly. Most recently, it was the 
sponsorship scandal that most strongly called into question the 
Liberal’s integrity, a question asked by all Canadian taxpayers, gay 
and straight alike. Anne McLellan, a longstanding MP from 
Edmonton, has been one of our community’s strongest 
supporters, and now finds herself in the role of deputy prime 
minister in the Martin government. Outlooks caught up with 
McLellan recently to ask questions on some of the issues that 
need to be addressed with an election looming. She was, as 
always, gracious, enthusiastic and tactful in her responses to 
queries that would have had lesser politicians quivering down the 
phoneline... 


Outlooks: Well, well—local girl makes good! Tell me, what did 
your appointment as deputy prime minister mean to you as both 
a woman in politics and a westerner? 


McClellan: Well, | think it’s significant in both respects. | was obviously pleased and 
honoured when the prime minister asked me to become deputy prime minister, in terms 
of the fact that | come from Alberta. It’s important that the deputy prime minister is 
someone who represents this province and this region of the country. Prime Minister 
Paul Martin has talked a great deal about 
making sure that every part of Canada feels 
that the government of Canada is theirs. This 
government is about all the regions of the 
country; it’s about, wherever you live, him 
wanting you to feel that this government is 
yours. And he spent a lot of time in our 
province and the west in general, talking to 
people who live here. He understands why 
people feel alienated and he understands the 
frustration of sometimes not having your 
voice heard. There are lots of different ways 
he sends signals that he wants things to be 
different. One of the ways he has done that 
already is by making me deputy prime 
minister—my colleague Ralph Goodale is 
Minister of Finance, my colleague Reg Alcock 
is President of the Treasury Board—these are 
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all senior and important positions in government and they are all held by westerners. 


Outlooks: As a Liberal, are you concerned at all by the momentum gained by other 
parties recently? 


McClellan: It’s no secret that we've gone through a rough few weeks in relation to 
the sponsorship program. Canadians have every right to be angry about that, they have 
every right to ask tough questions about what happened there and why. Again, our prime 
minister has said that we're going to get to the bottom of this—that’s why we have a 
public inquiry, that’s why the Public Accounts Committee is already at work. This prime 
minister is doing a lot of things to make sure we answer questions the auditor general 
couldn’t answer—how did this happen and who was involved? Clearly, looking at the 
polls, we’ve taken a hit over these past few weeks, but | do believe that when Canadians 

: have a chance to reflect on how we've responded to the auditor 
general's report, and when they see what the prime minister has 
done to get to the bottom of this, | think people will put the 
sponsorship program in context and move forward. They will 
look at what this government wants to do in the future. When 
people look at the record of this prime minister, and who he is 
and what he’s done, | think, in fact, people will say “We want Paul 
Martin to lead this country.” 


Outlooks: There is some confusion about the additional 
question put to the supreme court with regard to same-sex 
marriage. Would you like to clarify why it was done and what 
impact, if any, it could have on the issue? 


McClellan: Well, | think it was done because there was suffi- 
cient question around the area that some people—some attor- 
neys general—felt that, if we didn’t ask that question, we hadn’t 
honestly put. before the court all the questions. Therefore, my 
colleague, the minister of justice, felt that we should put that 
question before the Supreme Court of Canada. This is the highest 

court in the land and this is a very important issue, regard- 

less of what your personal views are on it. Consequently, 

Irwin [Cotler] and the Government of Canada felt it was 

important to add the fourth question, so the highest court 
in the land had everything before it and could speak to Canadians about what the court 
believes is required to ensure we are treating Canadians equally, whether they are in 
opposite-sex or same-sex relationships. It’s about getting the relevant questions before 
the court so that, at the end of the day, people can either accept what the court says or 
not. But they can’t say “Hey, if you’d only asked this question, maybe the result would have 
been different”. Everything is before the court. Our goal is to ensure that there is equality 
for same-sex couples and opposite-sex couples in terms of their relationships.

Outlooks: Do you think Prime Minister Martin is attempting to move the Liberal 
Party a bit more to the right in order to appeal to the more progressive conservatives 
left out in the cold by the creation of the Conservative party? 


McClellan: | know the prime minister quite well and he is a very progressive person. 
He’s a lifelong Liberal who believes profoundly in the role of government in Canadians’ 
lives and the fact that, while the government can’t do everything, we have a pretty impor- 
tant and positive role to play in helping Canadians achieve their potential. It’s easy to 
categorize people—we all do it. It’s easy to generalize and say “This person is less liberal 
or more liberal than someone else”. In fact, if you look at Paul Martin’s track record, he 


is a liberal and he comes from that tradition. We are a party that stands for tolerance, 
we are a party that stands for equality of opportunity; we believe in the positive good that 
government can do. But, on the other hand, we also believe that government can’t do 
everything. So... 


we're Liberals! We're pretty much moderate, tolerant people who want 
to work with Canadians so that Canadians 
can achieve what they want for themselves 
and their families. 
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Outlooks: Do you think it’s fair to deny 
retroactive spousal benefit claims on financial 
grounds when the sponsorship scandal, for 
example, involved hundreds of millions of 
dollars? I’m thinking of the Hislop case here. 


McClellan: First of all, | just want to make 
sure you've got the facts right: the whole 
program, over four years, was 250 
million—and the auditor general only identi- 
fied some tens of millions she believes were 
either misspent or not properly dealt with or 
accounted for. Anyway, we're not appealing 
Hislop because it is a same-sex couple’s case, 
but as | under- 
stand it—I'm not continued opposite

the justice minister here—we’'re appealing it because of a 
much broader principle. This sometimes happens. It’s not the 
broader facts of Hyslop that we're appealing; what we are appealing there is what the 
court said, what the minister of justice and the Government of Canada believes, in other 
situations, might restrict our ability to define benefit programs and the recipients of those 
programs, or the terms on which those programs may be created by us. It has nothing 
to do with the fact that the actual applicants in that case were a same-sex couple. It could 
have been a same-sex couple, an opposite-sex couple, whomever—it’s the principle that 
the court articulated in the case that we believe could be generally applied to limit the 
ability of government to create programs. | don’t want the gay and lesbian community to 
think that this appeal is about them. | know it sounds strange, because the case is a same- 
sex couple case—it isn’t; it’s about the general principle the court articulated that we feel 
we need to have clarified.

Outlooks: Obviously I’m speaking with you now as deputy prime minister; if you were 
prime minister, how would you like your Canada viewed on the world stage? 


McLellan: If you go back to our very beginnings, where we had aboriginal people, the 
English and the French, you'll see we have always been a nation that has understood the 
importance of tolerance and accommodation—because of our diversity, because of our 
plurality. | think we have a lot to offer the world in terms of how we take a multicultural 
society and make it work, how we live peacefully and respectfully in a country with many 
different languages, different religions, different ethnic backgrounds, different philosophies. 
We are able to respect each other and, while | agree we are not perfect and have our 
rough spots, we are able to work things out. W

city. The Greater Philadelphia 


Tourism Marketing Corporation § 
recently launched a USD$900,000 
campaign, USD$300,000 for the next 
three years, to increase its share of 
the country’s annual USD$54.1 billion ie 
gay/lesbian travel market. For 
comparison’s sake, last year Toronto Tourism, facing a major blow in the age of SARS, 
spent CDN$25,000 promoting gay tourism and Montréal spent CDN$200,000 to 
attract the queer dollar (they plan to increase that to CDN$300,000 this year). 


| also went to Philly, city of brotherly love, to learn more about the Equality Forum, 
a week-long global GLBT symposium and festival which will take place April 26 to May 
2, where Canada will be honoured as the forum's “feature nation” for 2004. The event 
already boasts quite a roster of Canadian guests, including Martin Cauchon, former 
Attorney General, who will be given the ‘Ninth Annual International Role Model 
Award’ for his support of queer civil rights and gay marriage. Other guests will include 
Svend Robinson, Winnipeg Mayor Glen Murray and North America’s first gay married 
couple, Kevin Bourassa and Joe Varnell. 


The symposium will feature these prominent Canadians in various discussions in an 
effort to shed some light on why Canada has been successful in the push for queer 
civil rights. The fifty-five program topics taking place over the week will range from 
discussions about gay marriage to a special spotlight on Canada’s history called “From 
Monarchy to Equality”, which looks at how the “loyalists who left Philadelphia in the 
late 1770s found a nation that today eclipses the United States in providing equality 
for all its citizens”. A surprisingly self-deprecating description considering Malcolm 
Lazin, Executive Director of the forum, calls Philadelphia the “birthplace of democracy 
and liberty”. “Canada has led on issues of GLBT civil rights,” says Lazin,““ and Canada 
exemplifies equality.” 

Hoping to ride on the forum’s pro-Canadian wave will be the relatively new 
Canadian Gay and Lesbian Chamber of Commerce, which plans to push our country 
as a sure-fire-hit tourist destination to the almost 50,000 people expected to attend 
the event. Preliminary studies commissioned by the CGLCC predict that thirty-one 
percent of Americans are considering a trip to Canada this year: thirteen percent to 
Montréal, eleven percent to Toronto and nine percent to Vancouver. Darrell 
Schuurman, co-founder of CGLCC, hopes to tap into that potential market during the 
forum. “By having Canada as the featured nation, it helps to reinforce that Canada is a 
progressive, open and inviting country. Throughout the entire event, we will be incor- 
porating Canadian content...including a panel session dedicated solely to gay travel 
within Canada.” 


And what lessons is the CGLCC taking from Philadelphia’s tourism marketing 
strategy? 


“The U.S. GLBT travel market has been relatively untapped by Canada and we are 
continually losing market share to destinations that have realized the value of the 
market and have actively targeted it. Philadelphia’s marketing campaign is another 
example of how other cities are eclipsing Canadian cities,’ says Schuurman. The 
CGLCC hopes to use the success of Philadelphia’s campaign by highlighting the city’s 
return on their investment, to convince local, provincial and federal governments to 
start investing more marketing dollars into gay travel. 


With the slogan “Get your history straight and your nightlife gay”, the GPTMC is 
spending big dollars to market their city from every angle, including a print campaign 
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that depicts Philly’s most famous resident Ben Franklin flying his famous kite. The 
twist? It’s a Pride kite. The ambitious marketing campaign may not be the first of its 
kind in the U.S., but the city is home to many firsts in American history: the first 
hospital, the first zoo and the first protests against slavery. It was in Philadelphia where 
the Declaration of Independence was signed, the U.S. Constitution was ratified and it’s 
home to the Liberty Bell, a prominent symbol of freedom for the city. There’s no 
question that Philadelphia has played a prominent role in American history and, while 
Canada will soon be honoured for its recent influence on civil rights (most notably on 
gay marriage), Philadelphia can also take some pride in its part in the fight for gay 
rights. 


During my trip | discovered the city was the site of some of the nation’s first gay 
rights protests—before the Stonewall Riots that took place in New York City—and 
that, in 1982, Philadelphia became one of the first states to pass a law prohibiting 
discrimination based on sexual orientation. Philadelphia also has a vibrant gay village, 
called the “gayborhood”, which serves as the heart of the city’s long gay history. In 
between searching for the best Philly cheesesteak and heading to the Philadelphia 
Museum of Art to run up those famous stairs (just call me Rocky), | had the chance to 
talk with activist Mark Segal, publisher of Philadelphia Gay News. In his fight for equality, 
Segal says he’s been arrested “more times than | can remember. | was arrested so 
often | got to know some of the officers on a first name basis.” One of Segal’s most 
famous moments took place in 1973, when he interrupted a live broadcast of the CBS 
Evening News with Walter Cronkite by walking behind him with a giant placard that 
read, “Gays protest CBS bigotry.” Now that takes guts. 


The upcoming Equality Forum will be the largest collaboration between the GLBT 
communities of two nations, both of which are working to further gay civil rights in 
their own countries. As the press-trip drew to a close, | came to realize that what 
makes a tourism campaign or a symposium successful doesn’t only revolve around 
marketing and dollars, although that’s certainly part of it. In the larger sense, success 
for queer communities—on either side of the border—rests on our continued collab- 
oration, giving support to one another with our tourist dollars and the understanding 
that we're all part of the push for equality. W

OF DECORATING 


Generally speaking, after a winter of “cabin fever”, people have had the opportunity to 
examine their homes at close quarters—and many decide that it’s time for a change. 
Unfortunately, they’ve also been bombarded by images and ideas from HGTV, TLC and 
Life Network shows (to name only a few), an influence that can make redecorating seem 
like a daunting task. And, while it can be, with just a few simple pointers you can make 
your own interior facelift a rewarding and, above all, pleasurable experience. It’s as simple 
as A-B-C. 


Most of us won't go on vacation without first figuring out how 
much transportation, accommodation and incidentals will 
cost—so why should decorating be any different? Unlike a holiday, which only lasts for a 
set period, decorating choices are ones we usually have to live with for a longer time. The 
smartest thing you can do prior to starting a decorating project is to decide how much 
money you want to spend on it—then double that amount (your “actual” costs should 
fall comfortably in-between). There is a reason people will warn you that home refur- 
bishment projects “cost twice as much and take three times as long” as you expect—it’s 
true. Even when this isn’t the case, having realistic expectations of budget and your 
project’s duration will save you a lot of worry, not to mention unnecessarily spent time 
and money in the long run.

Before you set out on your journey, make a list of all the things you want to accom- 
plish and then prioritize them. If you plan on making major changes, such as installing 
flooring or even painting, put those steps ahead of things like new furniture and acces- 
sories. Believe me, you'll worry yourself to death trying to get “messy” work done 
around your new treasures, even if they are covered in plastic or tarps. Also, it’s impor- 
tant to remember that just because an item is further down your list, it doesn’t become 
less important. Accessories are a good example of this—they can make or break a room, 
much like a tie or hot leather cuff can complete an ensemble beautifully. In fact, try 
thinking of your room as an outfit: main elements like flooring and walls are like pants and 
a shirt, while furniture, lamps and other accent items are like a sharp jacket, a great pair 
of shoes or a beautiful belt. 


Once you have a fairly clear idea of what you think you'd like to accomplish, do some 
research into the average cost of the items you'd like to purchase or the changes you'd 
like to make. This will help you map out a ballpark figure for each item on your list and, 
if necessary, help you plan a timeline based in your financial situation. Once this is done, 

you're ready to go shopping, right? Not quite. 


) REAK FREE There's a reason that TV shows like BBC’s Life Laundry 


and its American counterpart Clean Sweep are so 
popular—almost everyone has too much junk in their 
lives. You don’t, however, need hosts and a camera crew to help you remove clutter from 
your home, you just have to be determined and ruthless. One rule | live by is that anything 
| haven’t used for at least a year needs to go somewhere else, whether it’s a thrift store 
or the dumpster. | try to make my yearly clear-out a bit of an event and it feels great. 
Trust me, you'll feel much freer to decorate after you have a de-clutter fest of your own. 


For the beginner, the key to decorating a room successfully is to start with as clean a 
slate as possible—this will allow you to see your room for what it can be, rather than 
what it is. Once you've cleared your space (it’s wise to tackle only one room at a time, 
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so you have somewhere to put things “in limbo”), re-introduce your main pieces one at 
a time, trying them in different spots and in conjunction with other items as they come 
in. You'll be surprised at how obvious your “keeper” possessions will become and at how 
easily you'll be able to spot what’s needed to complete the room. This may also have an - 
effect on the list you made when you were determining budget. Try breaking down the 
items on your new list into two distinct categories: need and want. Doing this will help 
streamline your next—and most fun—step, which is... shopping! 


: Although your excitement level may make you want to run 
ONS OME out and do a! your shopping in one fell swoop, you will feel 

better about the choices you make and the money you spend 
if you Be the slow and steady approach. When selecting the major items for your 
room—a sofa, a bed, larger-scale tables—it’s important to remember that simpler items 
are better choices in the long run. After all, if you are shelling out large sums of money 
for your “anchor” pieces, you want to make sure their appeal will last longer than just a 
year or two. Always bear in mind that trends and fads are more easily and affordably 
acknowledged in your smaller scale or accessory items, things you can change regularly 
without breaking the bank—or your back, if you’re constantly shifting out big furnishings! 


Scale—the relative size of your pieces—is also an important factor in making your 
choices, so be aware of both the limitations and opportunities your home presents you. 
Remember, big pieces in a smaller space are not necessarily a bad thing, but they will make 
a room seem more closed in and intimate, so be careful with the pieces you choose if 
you don’t want the room to look cluttered. Conversely, a few carefully selected large 
pieces can appear more “substantial” if used in conjunction with a more minimalist theme. 
If you’re in doubt about a potential item, measure it first and then try a paper or 
cardboard cut-out of it in your home; this will allow you to see if the size will work not 
only with your room, but also with the other pieces you decided to keep after your clear- 
out. 


As mentioned before, one of the biggest factors involved in home décor shopping is 
budget. Large or small, you have to respect it. However, this doesn’t mean you have to 
miss out on achieving a specific look just because you don’t have a million bucks to spend. 
Again, research is key, and stylish pieces can be found or adapted for a surprisingly small 
amount of money. For example, Koolhaus, a retailer with stores in Vancouver, Whistler 
and most recently in Calgary, offers a matte plastic rendition of the Panton chair for only 
CDN$315, a bargain compared to the glossy Fiberglas version they also sell at 
CDN$1595. Love the look of Ludwig Mies van der Rohe’s “Barcelona chair” but don’t 
want to put out the (up to) $3,500 a licensed version demands? Then check out the 
“Chicago” knock-off available through Urban Outfitters, a steal at only USD$210. Many 
other hip offerings are available 
through their website, located at 
www.urbanoutfitters.com, and 
can be shipped by UPS ground service 
throughout North America. Also, 
don’t forget that a bit of creative t 
adaptation (paint, new hardware, NeW | <ecranseo 2 
upholstery) can make basic pieces |» 
from Ikea or even Wal-Mart distinctly 
your own. Don’t be afraid to shop 
second hand. Remember, one man’s 
trash is another man’s treasure, and 
garage and yard sales are perfect for 
finding pieces that you can refurbish 
yourself.

Finally, always keep in mind that many sales people make their living based on sales, so 
don’t allow them to unduly influence your choices or pressure you to make a purchase 
on the spot, particularly if you’re not certain. A good retail “ally” will always leave the final 
decision up to you, content in knowing that you will most likely come back to them to 
fulfill your other needs if they treat you with proper care and respect.

Accessories, after a fashion

Judging by some of those in attendance, the recent Mode Accessories Show in Calgary 
could easily have been billed as “Cougarpalooza”, so tanned and bleached were the 
industry-types perusing the booths. The Calgary exhibition was a first for the Mode 
Group, based as they are in Toronto, and organizers seemed pleased by both attendance 
and the amenities the new Roundup Centre afforded them. Though not dictated by its 
geographic position in the west, the show could easily have been summed up as “the good, 
the bad and the ugly”—although this can be said of any trade show, where the true gems 
are buried under piles of mass-market debris. The following are some of the precious 
trends in evidence at the spring show, unearthed and exalted with Outlooks readers in 
mind. 


Amber-dexterous 


While a fly in the ointment is almost always a bad thing, a fly in your jewellry makes a 
definite statement—not to mention a great conversation piece. Once relatively pricey 
(especially since it’s just petrified tree sap), amber has become a more 
“democratic”commodity, particularly with the increase in quality and quantity of material 
coming out of the Baltic states in recent years. And, with pop fare like Starsky and Hutch 
being “re-envisioned” for the big screen, and continued inspiration being drawn from the 
best (and worst) of ’70s and ’80s chic, this earthy, debris-laden treasure is ripe for a renais- 
sance. 


Puzzled by how this humble “stone” fits into the upper echelons of designer fashion? 
Don’t be: just imagine this golden oldie highly polished and set in silver to complement 
current “urbane cowboy” looks, or the highly glamorous “Eurotrash party rat” trend that’s 
quickly emerging. More natural, rugged stones would work beautifully with D-Squared’s 
continually evolving rocker hottie looks, as well as some of the hip hippie offerings we've 
seen recently from the likes of Iceberg, Raf Simons and, to some extent, Roberto Cavalli. 


Even though the ring’s the thing in the world of amber jewellery for men, other honey- 
sweet options do exist. With warmer weather (one hopes) on the 
way, why not try a strand of pea-sized chunks worn 
choker-length at the throat? Or twist several lengths of 
tiny beads around your wrist for an upscale update 
on surfer style? Either would be superb with 
beachwear or linen, and amber looks fabulous next 
tanned skin. Not just a day dweller, its versa- 
tility translates to dressed-down evening wear, 
” =*" too,as square- or cabuchon-cut cufflinks would be 
eS scrumptious against sorbet-pale pastel Oxford cloth or 
the crispest of linens. 


With the market opening up wider than ever before, the variety of 
amber available is equally broad, from pale French vanilla and butterscotch tones to the 
deepest and most classic “cola bronze”. This range was most evident at the Mode show 
in the wares of Baltic Amber Limited, a Toronto-based company that deals exclusively in 
the product.

Got Wood? 


Continuing with an earthy theme for spring and summer, another material in abundant 
evidence at the accessories show was wood. Far removed from the “scruffiness” of the 
forest, the wares on display had been elevated and embraced as a much more precious 
commodity than what we're used to seeing in such pedestrian objects as telephone poles, 
construction cladding and park benches. One Canadian designer that has definitely carved 
a niche in the market is Susan Fiedler, of Soul Flower Superfine Jewelry Design. Fiedler, 
who now makes her home on the west coast, works such natural materials as wood, bone, 
shell and coral into stunningly simple—and eminently wearable—works of art. Her elasti- 
cized bracelets of wood panels and tiny “planks” take over where the leather cuff leaves 
off and offer a perfect, almost tropical accessory option to the bright and breezy pieces 
we'll soon be sporting in the warmer months. Her western-style belt buckles of wood 
and mother-of-pearl are also quite gorgeous—absolutely devastating with distressed denim 
on a well-loved vintage belt.

Not to be outdone, Oceana International has scored a hit with their line of classics- 
inspired watches, wittily realized in rich and exotic woods. Raging in tone from beech-y 
orange to deepest ebony, these timepieces would look great paired with a gauzy long- 
sleeved shirt or an unstructured tropical suit.

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Big Time 


While hours, minutes and seconds may be 
precious to us, the keeping of same need not 
be—or at least not so costly than those with 
more dash than cash can afford to explore a 
variety of options in their time-keeping choices. 
Axcent, a relatively new company that employs 
the talents of Scandinavian artists, has broken into 
the North American marketplace with a strong 
line (actually several) of up-to-the-minute 
watches for men and women—all affordable 
enough to allow devotees to invest in a range of 
styles. Although chunky timepieces are nothing 
new, this style-conscious company has taken the 
look to a whole new level with quirky face details 
and band options that include several denim 
washes, pastel-hued “mock croc” and elasticized 
cording.

Plastic Fantastic 


Even if it wasn’t the “real” man-made thing, the concept of plastic offered a sleek counter- 
point to the many natural materials on display at the show. Whether mineral, glass, resin, 
Lucite or an honest-to-goodness chain of polymer molecules, smoothly fabricated acces- 
sories were in abundance, often presented in an eye-catching range of colours. Topping the 
list were “statement” rings in either sharp geometric or sensuous, amorphous shapes. One 
standout in particular came from Silver Candy: a chunk of coloured tiger’s eye wrought 
into a strong and simple cube. The striée effect of their chosen material was indicative of 
the diversity of finishes available at the moment, with transparent, translucent, opaque and 
marble (as in “bag of marbles”) treatments sharing the spotlight equally. Body-mod supply 
companies seem particularly keen on pieces in clear coloured acrylic or striped marble 
bands suspended in transparent forms. Drag queens take heart: whether you choose a 
ring, a necklace or a bracelet, the latest generation of plastic accessories are substantial 
enough in scale to make any part of you look positively delicate when you're dolled up in 
your finery. 


Look Out 


-How “-Lo” can you go? As someone who hates the culture of conspicuous consump- 
tion, I’m thrilled by the cheekiness of so-called “bargain-basement bling”. Several vendors 
at the Mode show offered frankly fake diamanté pendants that ran the gamut of irony from 
Superman crests to cannabis leaves. A particular favourite was the 
collection of short-drop, single initial pendants that fell somewhere 
between the trailer park and Tiffany; | snatched up several of the ‘Q’ 
variety for those friends who are queeny, queer or quonfused. Look 
for them at sidewalk stalls and in mall outlets that cater to slutty 
teenaged girls.

Spreading the word

On Sunday, February 29, Olympic gold | 
medallist Mark Tewksbury and Josée Généreux, 
co-president and sports director respectively — 
for Rendez-Vous Montréal, made an appear- 
ance in Calgary to promote the upcoming 
mega-event in gay sport and culture. The 
information session, hosted by Team Calgary, 
was an opportunity for Tewksbury and | 
Généreux to address questions and concerns | 
arising from their organization’s split with the — 
Federation of Gay Games. 


_ Powerful points: Mark 
Tewksbury outlines the case 
for supporting Rendez-Vous 
Montréal in 2006 

In November 2003, after feverish rounds of negotiation, 


the FGG withdrew its support for Montréal as the host city for the 2006 edition of the 
games. Financial control over the event and concerns over the number of proposed 
participants were apparently key factors in the federation’s decision. Shortly before press 
time, the FGG awarded the 2006 Gay Games to one of the remaining contenders, 
Chicago. 


Undaunted by the controversy that arose from the disagreement, Tewksbury and 
Généreux shared their enthusiasm in a presentation that was slick, informative and, above 
all, fair. 


“This is a difficult time,’ Tewksbury told Outlooks in an exclusive interview the day of 
the meeting. “We lived through the crisis for the past year and we've chosen to move 
forward. We want to take the high road and make this a positive thing.” 


He was also quick to point out that the Rendez-Vous Montréal info sessions, which 
have taken place in various centres internationally, are anything but damage control. “This 
was always part of our marketing scheme,’ he stressed. “Part of what we feel is really 
important is that people meet us—that they get to see us and hear what we have to say. 


“We don’t want to put pressure on people, we want to say ‘These are the facts, here’s 
how we see it from our perspective and these are the kind of people we are,” he 
continued. “Knowing how great this event will be, it’s hard to understand how the FGG 
couldn’t share our vision.” 


Across the board, Tewksbury and Généreux’s presentation was overwhelmingly 
mmm POSitive, preferring to focus on the many enticing aspects of 
Montréal’s capabilities as a host city rather than negative politics. 
Using PowerPoint visuals and cold, hard facts, the pair engaged 
heir assembled audience with a comprehensive pitch before 
- opening the floor up to questions and comments. Central to the 
presentation was the idea that Montréal has been moving 
towards its goal of hosting a major gay sporting event since 
before the rift occurred. Généreux, in particular, was emphatic in 
_ her assertion that Rendez-Vous Montréal was literally years 
_ahead of whatever the FGG could even attempt to mount in 
~ what is now such a short period of time. She cited such 
examples as corporate and governmental sponsorship, confirmation of world-class sports 
venues and an established registration system as just a few examples of the many 
“positives” for Montréal 2006. “Ve have, you see, all these things ready two years out,” 
she told the crowd, “and still the FGG is deciding where their event will take place.”

At the time of the meeting, Tewksbury mentioned that the European Gay and Lesbian 
Sports Federation would soon be voting on whether or not to leave the Federation of 
Gay Games altogether. Just over one week later the 100-team, 10,000-member strong 
organization voted to exit the FGG and throw its support behind Montréal’s event, a 
development that bodes well for achieving Rendez-Vous’ projected 16,000 participant 
capacity. 

Speculating on the outcome of the EGLSF decision, Tewksbury said: “There has been 
a real shift in the gay sports movement—not in the Gay Games but gay sports in general. 
We feel there’s a real void in leadership, and the sooner people start to see that and 
assume responsibility for where it’s going to go, the better it will be for all of us.” 


By the end of the session, it appeared that Tewksbury and Généreux’s enthusiasm was 
infectious: of those in attendance, a majority seemed genuinely excited by the prospect 
of a whole new era in gay competitive sport, as could be defined by Montréal 2006. For 
more information on attendance, registration or the event itself, log onto 
www.montreal2006.org for updates and assistance.

Three men, two women, wine, opium, endless days, endless nights and the most fertile 
of imaginations. 


Consider the possibilities, the permutations and the combinations. The Calgary Sun’s 
Louis Hobson did just that and came up with The Monster Makers, a play that won best 
production and best director at last month’s Calgary Adult Drama Festival. 


Adjudicator Valerie Pearson chose Hobson’s play from the eleven entries to represent 
Calgary at the Provincial Adult Festival in Hinton on April 23 and 24. Hobson’s play trans- 
ports its audiences to a villa on the shores of Switzerland’s Lake Geneva in the summer 
of 1816. The English poet George Gordon Lord Byron and his male lover, the young 
Italian doctor John Polidori, met with the English poet Percy Bysshe Shelley, his eighteen- 
year-old mistress Mary Godwin and her sister Clair Clairmont. They drank copious 
amounts of wine, smoked opium, made love and spent their evenings telling ghost stories. 
Two of the greatest creatures of literature, the vampire and Frankenstein’s monster, were 
conceived that summer. 


“It’s a true story that reads like fiction. It’s too wild and bizarre not to be completely 
true,” says playwright Hobson. “I first stumbled on it in the 1970s when | was studying 
the Romantic poets. Outside our classroom, the hippies were dropping acid, smoking 
dope and extolling free love. Inside the classroom we were reading about a group of 
young radicals who had done exactly the same thing 150 years earlier. 


“| said then it would make a wild play, but back in the ’70s a discussion of explicit 
bisexual relations was something you didn’t expect to see on stage or in film,’ Hobson 
continues. “I vowed I'd take a crack at it and, as you can see, I’m a slow starter.” 


This famous story of sex and ghost stories has fuelled several films, including Ken 
Russell’s 1987 release, Gothic. 


Hobson says the story gets even stranger: 


“Percy Bysshe Shelley had left his wife and two children in London to travel with Mary 
and their young child. Before he started his affair with Mary, Shelley had had a brief fling 
with her sister Clair. When Shelley abandoned her for Mary, Clair was’ determined to get 
herself another poet, so she set her sights on Byron, who was a notorious seducer of 
beautiful women and beautiful men. When Clair arrived in Switzerland with Shelley and 
Mary, she announced to Byron that she was pregnant with his child—only to discover she 
had a rival for Byron’s affections in the young doctor.” 


Hobson’s play takes place in the living room of the villa that Byron and his friends 
rented that summer in Geneva. It takes the audience through the quintet’s serpentine 
love lives and introduces them to the fruits of these people’s wild imaginations. 


“Because Mary Godwin/Shelley’s Frankenstein has become such a classic horror story, 
people have all but forgotten that Polidori created an equally scary monster in his story 
The Vampyr,” explains Hobson. He adds, “the vampire in Polidori’s tale is Byron, and that 
vision of the handsome creature is what inspired Bram Stoker’s Dracula. So you could say, 
as we imply in The Monster Makers, that Byron is Dracula. You just have to find out why...” 


Hobson says that the character of Dr. Polidori and the reasons he created The Vampyr 
became the focus of his story. He thinks the Polidori and Byron relationship can best be 
understood “in terms of the rock star ‘culture of today. It was Matt [Blais]—who plays 
Polidori—who drew the parallel, and it’s a vital one. Bisexuality among rockers is as 
common as the common cold and it is really the one area of the arts where fans don’t 
have a seizure if one of their idols admits to having male as well as female lovers. The 
Romantic Poets were literally the rock stars of their generation.” 


Hobson explains that Polidori was seduced by Byron's reputation long before he was 
actually seduced by the poet himself. “The interesting dynamic in The Monster Makers is 
watching Polidori grow from being Byron’s ‘lap dog’ to being in control of their relation- 
ship—which, in May-December gay relationships, is often the case,” he notes. “If you can 
call a six-year difference ‘May-December’ because Byron was twenty-six and Polidori was

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twenty going on twenty-one. In the | 9th century that was considered quite an age differ- 
ence for lovers.” 


The play shows how the young doctor was seduced by Byron’s incredible charisma 
through exploring Shelley’s reaction to the pair’s relationship. “Like Polidori, Shelley had 
never considered a male-to-male relationship until he met Byron,’ Hobson says, “but he 
quickly became jealous of 2 
Polidori. 


“We had great fun 
developing the scenes in | 
which Shelley _ offers 
himself to Byron. We feel 
that, of all the times | 
writers and actors have } 
explored the relationships | 
of these five people, none | 
have shown how Byron’s | 
pansexuality fuelled all the | 
literature that came from 
those three months,” 


The cast of Louis Hobson’s play The 
Hobson says to better understand the sexual Monster Makers 
climate of the Romantic Age, it helps to think in 


terms of the 70s and ’80s: 


“Bisexuality was tolerated, if not completely accepted, in Britain during the Romantic 
Age. Byron was expelled from England, not because he had young male lovers but because 
he was into S&M. Right after the Romantic Age we had the Victorian Age, and we saw 
how Oscar Wilde was publicly crucified for admitting his bisexuality. And he was no more 
outspoken or outrageous than Byron!” 


In her adjudication, Valerie Pearson said The Monster Makers was the finest example of 
ensemble acting she’d seen at this year’s festival. Before the show takes off for the 
Provincial Drama Festival in Hinton, it will have a one-week run in the Pumphouse’s 
intimate Joyce Doolittle Theatre,April 13 through 17. Because the Doolittle has a seating 
capacity of just seventy seats, it’s advisable to book tickets in advance. They are available 
at a cost of $15 each and can be reserved by calling The Pumphouse at (403) 263-0079, 
or by logging onto their website at www.pumphousetheatres.ca. W

A new Rainbow resident

OUTPOST WINNIPEG 


At thirty-eight, Kim Allen is only slightly older than Winnipeg's Rainbow Resource Centre,, 
a clearinghouse for information and programs affecting the GLBT community in the city. The 
centre, hub of many gay and lesbian education and help projects, is now jn its thirty-first year. 


A native of Ontario, Allen was appointed to the position of centre coordinator in mid- 
February, after having taken over as interim coordinator when 
longtime employee Donna Huen left for greener pastures late last 
year. 


Allen, an avid soccer player who has been kicking the ball since 
the age of eight, brings many talents to the job, including some 
unlikely ones. For instance, she occasionally appears as a randy, 
clowning, centenarian lesbian who lives in a nursing home and f- 
whose great ambition in life is to enter the Guinness Book of World } 
Records as the lesbian who's had the greatest number of lovers in 

~ one lifetime. 


Allen loves to perform her clowning roles in public and has 
several alter egos when in a stagey mood. “My performance of the } 
ancient lesbian begins with her masturbating on stage,” she says. 
“The trick is to get people to laugh with you, and | use the 
European style clowning theatre quite often to make political 
points.” 


She came across a troupe of European style clowns, based in 
Montréal, on a past visit to Winnipeg. They had a Czech background 
and she was so fascinated by their use of clowning and political, physical theatre that she 
signed up to take some of their courses in Montréal. 


She says clowning helps relieve some of her own stresses and frustrations and it can be 
very effective in making a point. 


Allen arrived in Winnipeg last October, after spending the past sixteen years working 
mostly for non-profit organizations in Peterborough, Ontario. She felt that Peterborough, 
population 87,000, had become a“‘glass box” for her and she wanted new challenges. Result: 
she put all her belongings into a twenty-four-foot U-haul trailer and headed west without any 
prearranged job. 


“| had visited Winnipeg a few years ago and loved the friendly people and the creative side 
of the city,’ she says.“‘l had a few friends here, then heard that the Rainbow Resource Centre 
needed a coordinator. For me, it’s an absolutely ideal job because it uses all the skills I’ve 
built up in the past.” 


The move from a tight community of 87,000 to a city well over 650,000 has been exciting 
for her and given her new energy. 


She calls herself the “contract queen” because most of her work has been on short-term 
contracts, running a year at a time. Her work experience includes working with the 
Canadian Mental Health Association, as well as the United Way of Peterborough and District. 
She has also worked with the Ontario Trillium Foundation, which hands out lottery money 
to worthy causes in Ontario. 


She also did a stint with the Kawartha World Issues Centre, acting as global education 
coordinator and, for three years, acted as chair of the Red Nose campaign in Peterborough, 
a fun charitable project that raises money for 
hospice work. She also worked as a communi- 
cations coordinator and volunteer with the 
YMCA. 


In Peterborough Allen also volunteered for 
the AIDS Resource Network and for the 
Rainbow Services Organization. She acted as a 
mentor for the Youth Health Council and spent 
more than ten years working on the 
committee planning International Women’s 
Week. 

With this background, which included a lot 
of volunteer work, she feels many of the issues 
she'll deal with in Winnipeg are similar to those 
she’s been involved with over the last two 
decades. 


“| did consider moving to Toronto but found

it too unfriendly and too big”, she says. “Winnipeg is the ideal place for me to seek new 
challenges and meet new people. I’m very familiar with how boards work and I’ve been on 
both sides of the fence, both helping raise funds and, at the Trillium Foundation, working with 
those who give out funds.” 


For the Winnipeg centre she sees the lack of core funding as a major challenge. The centre 
has survived with many volunteers and a part-time coordinator, raising money through 
special events and getting government grants for very specific projects, such as the current 
Raisin’ The Roof project, an effort to combat homophobia by taking theatre-based presenta- 
tions into schools. 


Allen says they had over 200 people turn out for the first performance of Raisin’ The Roof 
and she’s delighted to know funding has come through to ensure it goes into a second year. 


Another challenge is finding better premises for the Rainbow Resource Centre, since the 
current space is cramped and not accessible to the physically challenged. 


“I’m also looking at how we can better support an ageing GLBT population, 
as well as getting youth more involved in the centre,” she says.‘‘I’m a very social 
person and a great community networker, so | think we can do a better job there. 
Since |am a newcomer with fresh ideas, this may actually help us move forward.” 


She also says she’s an incurable optimist, born with Gemini rising. 


“| assume integrity in everyone, but of course you are sometimes disap- 
pointed”, she says.“‘l also have seen many boards and | can smell a doomed board 
a mile away. The board running this centre has tons of integrity and | know they 
are all committed first and foremost to the longterm health of the centre, so | 
feel very comfortable with that.” 


Finding her dream job so quickly after arriving in Winnipeg—homeless and 
jobless—has been a blessing, but it gets better. Her partner Cheryl manages a 
women’s shelter in Ottawa but plans to move to Winnipeg April Ist. 


“We met at a conference on humour and healing thirteen years ago and we 


are finally getting together as partners in Winnipeg,” she says. “Moving here has 
worked out much better than | could ever have hoped.”

Her ingrained optimism about life has clearly paid rich dividends.

Following the huge success of My Big Fat 
Greek Wedding, the opportunity for 
mainstream audiences to enjoy Mambo 
Italiano, a small Canadian film, suddenly 
appeared. After all, the distributors 
thought it had all of the elements that 
made Nia Vardalos’ film great—a romantic 
comedy about someone struggling with 
their ethnic background with humourous 
results—except that Mambo Italiano is less 
of a romantic comedy and would be more 
suitably subtitled My Big Fat Italian Closet. 
Don’t get me wrong: the film is very funny, 
but the romantic aspect is hardly the 
centre of the plot. 


Angelo (Luke Kirby) is approaching 
thirty and still lives with his parents Gino 
and Maria (Paul Sorvino and Ginette 
Reno) in Montréal’s close-knit Italian 
community. _He was that kid who the 
entire high school called “fag”, and he 
suffered greatly for it. The worst blow was 
when his best friend Nino abandoned him 
rather than risk being associated with “the 
fag”. When Angelo decides to start 
making some changes in his life and moves 
out on his own, he runs into Nino (Peter 
Miller) again and finds his old friend is now 
a cop—and a hottie. The two quickly fall 
in love and Nino moves in with him. 


At first, nobody knows about the pair 
until Angelo’s sister Anna (Claudia Ferri) 
accidentally walks in on them one day and 
Angelo starts thinking about coming out. 


Nino is dead set against the idea, prefer- 
ring to give the illusion of that two are 
just roommates who still date “nice Italian 
girls’ on occasion. And when Angelo does 
tell his parents, they hit full Italian 
melodrama. It isn’t long before Nino’s 
mother Lina (Mary Walsh) is brought into 
the picture. Convinced that her son is 
going through a phase, Lina begins to 
scheme. 


Meanwhile, Nino feels increased 
pressure to start looking like he’s a 
regular straight guy and when big-haired 
Pina (Sophie Lorain) arrives on the scene, 
his relationship with Angelo quickly 
breaks down. Abandoned by his lover 
and probably his family as well, Angelo 
starts looking to rebuild his identity 
between both the Italian and gay commu- 
nities, undertaking a journey of self. 


Where this movie's true strength lies is 
the line between the characters’ identi- 
ties. Closet-loving Nino once called 
Angelo a self-hating Italian, though Nino 
himself had huge issues with his internal- 
ized homophobia. Nino’s own love for 
his Italian culture (and a good share of 
guilt), however, led him to turn on his gay 
identity and give a preference for the 
closeted double-life. This is something 
else that the film effectively shines a light 
onto that one doesn't often see in 
mainstream cinema, where most closeted 
characters are deranged or pathetic. 
While Nino has a certain amount of 
pathos, he’s not an unlikable character. 


Acceptance quickly becomes the issue: 
for Angelo to accept his own duelling 
identities, for his family to accept him and 
for him to accept Nino's choices. The film 
was very well written, well acted and it 
was incredibly funny. The DVD also 
contains a couple of good deleted scenes 
and a poignant extended version of the 
film’s most dramatic and emotional scene. 
Forget the critics who blasted the film 
because they missed the point while 
expecting a romantic comedy—the film is 
an extremely good example of gay cinema 
done well, where it’s the character’s 
journey and not the relationship that is at 
the heart of things. W

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The ball’s in Canada’s court

“Since the beginning of time!” exclaim Rob Capar and 


ampionships xn JUStin Mui in unison at a pub in Vancouver’s gay village. 


Haru They’re not, as one might believe, discussing Cher’s lengthy 
career in the music business. They’re referring instead to 
their own involvement with the Vancouver Gay Volleyball 
Association (VGVA); it’s been thirteen years for Capar and eleven for Mui. They may 
as well be talking about the lengthy process involved in hosting North America’s 
annual gay volleyball tournament, set to take place in Vancouver at the end of 

May.

Planning for the tournament began long before Vancouver was named the 
host at last year’s event in New Orleans. But it’s not as 
though Capar and Mui haven’t enjoyed the long 
hours of planning and strategy-building. “I 
love volleyball, volleyball is my life,’ says 
Mui, who is currently Vice-Chair and 


Director of Sponsorship and 
Marketing for VGVA. 


One of the biggest challenges 
has simply been location. It’s not 
as though people aren’t interested 
in a city as beautiful as Vancouver, 
but it is the first time the tourna- 
ment has been hosted outside the 4 
USA—something of a disadvantage - a 


for organizers. 

“We just don’t have the same \ 
resources as in the states,” says Capar, 
who's this year’s VGVA Treasurer. He says 
American teams receive more subsidies for 
sports programs and have more venues open to them, 
not to mention that everything from t-shirts to medals is Volleyball tournament 
less expensive down south. 


Net gains: Vancouver is the 
first Canadian city to host 


Organizers of the Vancouver event also have to ship equipment for twenty-eight 
volleyball courts all the way from Texas to B.C. Place Stadium. Add to that the cost of 
paying for a representative to accompany the equipment and stay in Vancouver for the 
duration of the tournament and things aren’t exactly cheap. Mui says that the larger 
number of hotels and conference centres in American cities cause them to engage in 
fierce competition for events such as this one. In Vancouver, where only two or three 
hotels have ballrooms large enough for 1,000 or more guests, this just isn’t the case. 


Despite these challenges, Mui says the North American Gay Volleyball Association 
(NAGVA), was very supportive of Vancouver being awarded the games. The organiza- 
tion decides on the host city based on bids submitted by interested applicants. The 


tournament is the largest gay sporting event in Vancouver since the Gay Games were 
held in 1990. 


“You don’t expect to make money and you hope not to lose money,” says Capar of 
the financial logic behind the tournament. “You do it for the status and honour for your

city and your group.” 

Finding corporate sponsorship hasn’t been easy, either, and organizers are still in 
need of some $30,000 from corporate sponsors in order to host the conference. 
Unlike Vancouver’s annual Pride events, where the audience is mainly Canadian, most of 
the participants in this tournament will be American. Accordingly, the majority of 


Canadian companies that organizers have approached don’t see sponsorship as being 
worth their money. 


“We're still looking for substantial sponsorship,” says Capar. To date only VanCity 
Credit Union and Interactive Male have been confirmed as corporate sponsors for the 
event. However, organizers hope to make up for the rest during an upcoming local 
sponsorship drive. 
S > Of course, no event of this nature would be possible without the 

commitment of hardworking men and women willing to work 

without pay, and approximately 200 volunteers are needed to 

make the tournament a success. Registration, scorekeeping, 

crowd control, organization of the award ceremony and a 

long list of other things will all depend on volunteer 
manpower, says Mui. 


Only a small number of volunteers were signed up as of 
mid-March, but Capar remains optimistic and says VGVA 
members tend to develop long-lasting relationships with 
the organization. “Volleyball attracts a certain kind of 
person.... They really enjoy it and they come back year after 
year,’ he stresses. Of VGVA itself, Capar says it’s a strong, well- 
structured organization. “That’s what makes it fun to 
be a part of.” 


Mui expects that most volunteers will sign 
up closer to the actual tournament date, 
but points out that an online volunteer 
registration form can be found on the 
tournament’s website. 


While most of the players in the 
tournament will be American, teams 
from Winnipeg, Toronto, Edmonton 
and Calgary are also scheduled to 
make the journey to Vancouver. In total, 
more than 1,000 people will take part in 
“the five-day event, something Mui and 
Capar say will be good for the local 
economy in terms of spin-off revenue. Mui says 
such a large number of newcomers to Vancouver 
will most likely be out shopping and sightseeing when not 
on the courts. 


“Tourism B.C. also wants the event,’ Capar adds. “They’ve helped a lot with 
resources, information, and they even helped with the bid.” He feels says the event will 
bring people to Vancouver that would not likely come to the city otherwise. “It’s a 
chance to showcase our city and our gay village.” 


“Plus,” says Mui with a laugh, “the single players can check out Vancouver’s boys!” W

Then 
these young actors would run, bare butt, down the hallway. That was a great day. 


Outlooks: Gavin Rossdale, naked teens, Cyndi Lauper, Catwoman, | am extremely 
jealous. 


Reeves: It’s a living. It’s not all glitz and glamour—anyone who thinks that this job 
consists of hanging out with celebrities and acting fabulous won’t make it very far. It’s 
hard work. 


Outlooks: What would you say to someone who wanted to break into your world? 
What advice would you give? 


Reeves: You have to be persistent. You’re going to hear “No” a lot. There’s a lot of 
rejection, so you have to have a great deal of confidence in yourself as well. Personality 
is also very important, because on any given day you will have to deal with Teamsters, 
producers, the talent... 


Outlooks: Whether they be talented or not... 


Reeves: Your words, not mine! Most of all, you need to keep your head high and be 
positive. Meet as many people in the industry as you can. 


Outlooks: But where would someone get their start? 


Reeves: Well, this profession is very word-of-mouth and who you know. Start volun- 
teering for student films, commercials and theatre productions. Start meeting people. 
You never know where a paying gig might come from, or from whom. 


Outlooks: And, | guess, practice-practice-practice? 


Reeves: Not really. You never really know what you'll be asked to do or what to 
expect on a job, so how can you practice? 


Outlooks: And the sewing thing? 
Reeves: You had better be damned good! 
Outlooks: What are the downsides of the profession? 


Reeves: Well, it wreaks havoc on your social life; you can be cloistered away from 
friends and family for weeks or months at a time, although what they say about adopting 
the cast and crew as a second family is true. You substitute your loved ones for these 
complete strangers that you get to know extremely intimately over the course of a shoot. 
It seems silly to say this, but it’s almost like being orphaned every month... | think you 
need to be slightly crazy to really succeed in this business. W

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Rough ‘n’ ready Rogues

Not every gay man enjoys figure skating. Nor does every gay man identify with the cast 
of Queer Eye when they scoff at a hairy chest or the lack of toiletries in a man’s medicine 
cabinet. There are those of us who revel in masculinity and cherish opportunities to 
indulge in frat-boy hijinks and old-fashioned male bonding. We prefer “rough and tough” 
sports to triple-lutzes and are more inclined to gash an eyebrow on the field than to pluck 
it to perfection. Readers who relate more to the latter will oe be big fans of 
Vancouver's Rogues Rugby Club. 


The Rogues have been in Vancouver for just | 
under two years now. An anomaly in Canada, 
they are the only team to explicitly recruit 
visible and sexual minorities, a mandate that § 
includes gay men. Other, traditionally under- § 
represented minorities on this team include | 
Asian, East Indian, Polynesian and Hispanic 7 
men. Team President Dinuka Samara says the } 
gay community has quickly and warmly : 
embraced the Rogues, and their team’s roster f 
now boasts nearly forty members as they 
continue to grow. 


The Rogues currently play in the third, and § 
most recreational, division of the Vancouver 
Rugby Union. If all goes well, Samara hopes the team will advance to the VRU’s second 
division in another two years. However, they aren’t wasting any time aiming for the top: 
the boys are heading across the pond for this year’s Bingham Cup 
(www.binghamcup.com) in London, England. (For rugby trivia hounds, rugby was 
developed here at England’s historic Rugby School in the nineteenth century.) 


Bingham Cup is the ultimate destination for gay-friendly rugby teams. Rogues’ Vice 
President, lan Gibson, is actually a member of the International rugby body helping to 
organize the event. Here they’ll face-off against blokes from the United Kingdom, 
Scotland, Ireland, mainland Europe, Australia, New Zealand, Argentina and several 
American cities. 


To get in shape, the team meets for practice on Tuesday and Thursday evenings. Games 
are held Saturdays between | la.m.and 2 p.m. from September through November, as well 
as February through April. By the end of a typical game, the players have run an impres- 
sive four kilometers. 


If you've never played the game but are intrigued by the challenge, this is a great team 
to join, as the Rogues are committed to nurturing novice players. The intent is to quickly 
whip newcomers into shape even if they get pummeled repeatedly in the process. New 
Player Orientations are held every month throughout the summer, with the next one 
planned for Saturday, April 17th. As of press time, details had not been confirmed but 
should be available on the team’s website, located at www.roguesrugby.ca. 


Unlike many sports, all it takes to get started is a decent rugby jersey. A direct quote 
from their site defines it as “not one of those trendier-than-thou versions from 
Abercrombie & Fitch”. Wwow—along with being nurturing and financially sensible, these 
guys are part of a grassroots anti-globalization effort, too! 


My first encounter with the team was this past winter at (ahem) Numbers. I'd run into 
an acquaintance | fancied and struck up a casual conversation with ulterior motives; 
through our discussion, | learned he was there with his rugby-playing comrades. 


Although testosterone and musk hung heavily in the air, what struck me most about 
the team was their sparkling level of camaraderie and complete lack of pretense—not just 
amongst themselves but also with their visiting opponents from Seattle. This really was 
simply a fun bunch of guys out for a good time on the field, and maybe some Bertuzzi- 
inspired ass whooping. But, | repeat, this team does welcome novices.
